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Allman leads Hopland town meeting

Sheriff Tom Allman and other 
members of the Mendocino County 
Sheriff’s Office were in Hopland 
Sunday for a town meeting to take 
questions and address public con- 
cems. 

“When you talk about your prob- 


lems, we need talk about solutions,” 
Allman said during the meeting. 

The first issue Allman discussed 
was about the police presence and 
response time in Hopland. Allman 
worked to address the crowd’s con- 
cern about long wait times in emer- 
gency situations, where the idea of 
integrating service from MCSO and 


the tribal police from the nearby 
reservation came to light. Allman 
said that although the tribal police 
are not legally allowed to respond to 
calls there is a possibility for the two 
to work together within the current 
system. 

“We’re treading in uncharted 
waters,” he said. “But do I think that 


in three or four years it [service inte- 
gration] will happen in Mendocino 
county? Yes. I bet that it will happen 
first in Hopland because Hopland 
wants it to happen.” 

A sea of nods from the crowd fol- 
lowing Allman’s comments acted a 
sign of meeting’s early success. He 
went on to explain that he would 


soon like to have a patrol car parked 
in downtown Hopland at least seven 
days a week, but that funding for a 
new deputy -- a $110,000 yearly 
expense -- in Hopland isn’t yet a 
guarantee. 

“I want a deputy sheriff to live in

CalFire is seeking Mendocino County residents to 
join a panel that will advise on the management of the 
Jackson Demonstration State Forest. 

“We have an excellent opportunity to ensure that the 
decisions we make regarding management of Jackson 
Demonstration State Forest incorporate a variety of 
state and local representatives on the use and care of 
this exceptional resource,” said CalFire Director 
Ruben Grijalva. 

The 46,652 acre forest near Fort Bragg is managed 
for research and demonstration purposes focusing on 
forest management, environmental stewardship, tim- 
ber production and recreation. 

The new advisory group will advise the department 
and the board on the implementation of a new forest 
management plan that is currently under review as 
well as overall management of the forest. 

The panel will be an advisory body only according 
to CalFire reports. 

Appointments will be made by the director and sub- 
ject to board approval, the panel will consists of 12 
members who represent the range of local, regional 
and state interests and areas of technical expertise. 
Meetings will be roughly once a month during the ini- 
tial implementation of the new forest management 
plan and then two or three times per year after. 

There will be no compensation for service on the 
panel, but travel expenses can be reimbursed.

Bush insists Iran is leading state sponsor of terrorism 
and keeps nuclear plans secret 


ABU DHABI, United Arab Emirates (AP) — President Bush gently nudged authoritarian Arab 
allies Sunday to satisfy frustrated desires for democracy in the Mideast and saved his harshest 
criticism for Iran, branding it “the world’s leading state-sponsor of terror.” 

Speaking in this Persian Gulf country, about 150 miles from the shores of Iran, Bush said 
Tehran threatens nations everywhere and that the United States was “rallying friends around the 
world to confront this danger before it is too late.” 

The warning about Iran was much tougher than Bush’s admonition about spreading democra- 
cy in the Middle East, which had been billed as the central theme of his speech. 

In a region of autocratic rulers, Bush did not single out any country for criticism. He spoke 
about democracy in a deeply undemocratic country, the United Arab Emirates, where an elite of 
royal rulers makes virtually all the decisions. Large numbers of foreign resident workers have 
few legal or human rights, including no right to protest working conditions. 

“To the people of the Middle East: We hear your cries for justice,” Bush said. “We share your 
desire for a free and prosperous future. And as you struggle to find your voice and make your 
way in this world, the United States will stand with you.” 


Prominent black supporter of Clinton criticizes Obama 
for criticizing her on race 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (AP) — One of Hillary Rodham Clinton’s most prominent black support- 
ers said Sunday he was insulted by the characterization by rival Barack Obama’s presidential 
campaign of her remarks about the civil rights movement. 

Bob Johnson, the nation’s first black billionaire and founder of the BET cable television net- 
work, said Obama’s campaign had acted dishonestly and had distorted Clinton’s remarks about 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

Johnson also seemed to hint at Obama’s acknowledged youthful drug use, an issue that led 
another Clinton campaign official to resign. Johnson later denied that was the case. 

Clinton was quoted just before the New Hampshire primary as saying King’s dream of racial 
equality was realized only when President Lyndon B. Johnson signed the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. Some black leaders have criticized that remark as suggesting Johnson deserved more cred- 
it than the slain civil rights leader for the passage and enactment of major civil rights legislation. 

While introducing Clinton at Columbia College on Sunday, Johnson criticized Obama’s camp. 

“That kind of campaign behavior would not be reasonable with me for a guy who says ’I want 
to be a reasonable, likable, Sidney Poitier,” said Johnson, owner of the NBA’s Charlotte Bobcats. 
He commented after Clinton said in a televised interview Sunday that she hoped the campaign 
would not be about race. 


Mullen says he favors closing terror prison as soon as legal 
issues are worked out 


GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL BASE, Cuba (AP) — The chief of the U.S. military said 
Sunday he favors closing the prison here as soon as possible because he believes negative pub- 
licity worldwide about treatment of terrorist suspects has been “pretty damaging” to the image of 
the United States. 

“Td like to see it shut down,” Adm. Mike Mullen said in an interview with three reporters who 
toured the detention center with him on his first visit since becoming chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff last October. 

His visit came two days after the sixth anniversary of the prison’s opening in January 2002. 
He stressed that a closure decision was not his to make and that he understands there are numer- 
ous complex legal questions the administration believes would have to be settled first, such as 
where to move prisoners. 

The admiral also noted that some of Guantanamo Bay’s prisoners are deemed high security 
threats. During a tour of Camp Six, which is a high-security facility holding about 100 prisoners, 
Mullen got a firsthand look at some of the cells; one prisoner glared at Mullen through his nar- 
row cell window as U.S. officers explained to the Joint Chiefs chairman how they maintain 
almost-constant watch over each prisoner. 

Mullen, whose previous visit was in December 2005 as head of the U.S. Navy, noted that 
President Bush and Defense Secretary Robert Gates also have spoken publicly in favor of clos- 
ing the prison. But Mullen said he is unaware of any active discussion in the administration about 
how to do it. 


Police: Suspect in slain N.C. Marine case spotted in Louisiana 
and may be headed to Texas 


JACKSONVILLE, N.C. (AP) — The key suspect in the brutal slaying of a 20-year-old preg- 
nant Marine was spotted in Louisiana and could be headed into Texas, authorities said Sunday. 

Marine Cpl. Cesar Armando Laurean was seen at a Greyhound bus station in Shreveport, La., 
Saturday night by several fellow passengers, said Onslow County Sheriff Ed Brown. The bus 
Laurean was riding was headed to Texas, he said, but authorities didn’t know yet if he continued 
on that route. 

“We’re working with the U.S. Marshal’s Service and other law enforcement agencies trying to 
locate him,” Shreveport police Chief Henry Whitehorn Sr. told The Associated Press. “We don’t 
know if he is still in the area. We believe it may have just been a pass through.” 

Federal officials said Sunday they had issued a fugitive warrant for his arrest. 

Brown said earlier that evidence in the case “leads us to believe that he would be a dangerous 
and violent person if put in a corner.” 


In South Carolina, churchgoers still searching 
for a GOP candidate 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (AP) — The faithful in South Carolina are still looking for the Republican 
presidential candidate who is the answer to their prayers. 

Churchgoers on Sunday at the Redemption World Outreach Center in Greenville to those who 
attended services at the First Baptist Church in Columbia gave high marks to the four GOP can- 
didates who have spent the most time in the state — Sen. John McCain of Arizona, Mitt Romney,

Automakers putting forth green outlook with higher MPG 
offerings at Detroit auto show 


DETROIT (AP) — Hybrids, advanced diesels and green alternatives are pushing aside the tra- 
ditional displays of speed and chrome at this week’s Detroit auto show, a nod to a new fuel-effi- 
cient reality for car makers. 

Automakers, only weeks after Congress approved tougher fuel-efficiency requirements, are 
broadening their array of cars that get more on a gallon of gasoline, cutting carbon dioxide emis- 
sions and using alternative power sources. 

Most of the vehicles and technologies have been in the pipeline for years, but the podiums at 
the North American International Auto Show should further signal a shifting direction for the 
industry after years of pushing more horsepower and speed. 

“The industry all together has to show further and faster improvements on the fuel-efficiency 
side,” said Dieter Zetsche, chief executive of Daimler AG, which has pushed a diesel strategy to 
improve its fuel efficiency. 

The auto industry has made vehicles more efficient in recent years, but much of the gains have 
been offset by increases in horsepower and vehicle weight. 


Nurses give home, and their hearts, to bring health care and 
hope back to New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The sign on the gate in front of the pretty blue house announced the 
good news to a neighborhood that has had little since Hurricane Katrina: “There’s a doctor in the 
house. Make your appointment NOW!” 

Earl Davis paused to take in the words, then headed up the ramp and through the door — des- 
tined for his first doctor visit since returning to the city five months earlier. The family practi- 
tioner who treated him as a boy, and then saw his own kids, left after the storm and isn’t coming 
back. Hundreds of other doctors have gone the same route. 

Medical centers devastated by floodwaters remain closed, with the number of beds available 
to the sick cut in half. 

Charity Hospital, which for generations provided care to the poor and uninsured, sits like a 
darkened tomb on a downtown street, plywood blocking the main entryway, window shades 
twisted and broken. 

But the blue house at the corner of St. Claude Avenue and Egania Street is open for business, 
dispensing free health care to anyone in need. 

The Lower 9th Ward Health Clinic is its official name now.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Christina Aguilera has given birth to a boy, the pop singer announced 
on her Web site Sunday. 

“Christina Aguilera and Jordan Bratman are proud to announce the birth of their son Max 
Liron Bratman,” the brief message said. “He is a beautiful, healthy baby boy.” 

The baby was born Saturday night and weighs 6 pounds, 2 ounces. Aguilera, 27, was “resting 
and doing well,” according to the message on her Web site, http://www.christinaaguilera.com/. 

Aguilera said that Saturday was “a very joyful and special day for Jordan and I.” 

There was no immediate response Sunday to several calls seeking additional comment from 
Aguilera’s representatives. 


Netflix’s coming attraction: Unlimited movies streamed over 
high-speed Internet connections 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Girding for a potential threat from Apple Inc., online DVD rental 
service Netflix Inc. is lifting its limits on how long most subscribers can watch movies and tele- 
vision shows over high-speed Internet connections. 

The Associated Press has learned the change will become effective Monday, on the eve of 
Apple’s widely anticipated move into the movie rental industry. Although Apple hasn’t con- 
firmed anything yet, Chief Executive Steve Jobs is expected to make it official during a presen- 
tation Tuesday in San Francisco. 

Until now, Netflix restricted how long its more than 7 million subscribers could use the 
streaming service each month, based on how much they pay to rent DVDs. 

For instance, under a popular plan that charges $16.99 per month to rent up to three DVDs at 
a time, Netflix customers could watch as many as 17 hours of entertainment each month on the 
streaming service, dubbed “Watch Instantly.” 

With Monday’s change, virtually all Netflix subscribers will be able to stream as many movies 
and TV shows as they want from a library containing more than 6,000 titles. There will be no 
additional charge for the unlimited access. 


Search called off for hiker lost 
in San Bernardino Mountains 


GREEN VALLEY LAKE (AP) — The 
search for a hiker lost for over a week high 
in the snow-blanketed San Bernardino 
Mountains was called off Sunday, authori- 
ties said. 

About 80 people combed the area near 
Green Valley Lake for Dean Christy for a 
final time but found no trace of him before 
the search was ended at 3 p.m., Sheriff’s 
Sgt. Rick Ells said. 

Christy, 62, made a cell phone call for 
help Jan. 4 when he became disoriented in 
fog at an elevation of about 7,000 feet. 
Sunday’s search concentrated on a 1 kilo- 


meter area around where the phone call 
came from, Ells said. 

“We’ve searched as well as we can,” 
Ells said. ““We’ve pretty much covered all 
the area we can.” 

Rescuers were assisted by four snow 
cats, three helicopters and five search dogs. 
Although some snow has melted since the 
storm that caught Christy, movement in the 
rugged, densely wooded area has been 
made difficult by drifts as deep as 6 feet. 

Christy was wearing a down jacket, 
gloves and hiking boots, but had no food or 
water.

Fading prosperity 
and sprawl tax 


To the Editor: 

The opening of one typical Wal-Mart 
reduces a county’s retail employment by 
180 jobs. However, we lose much more 
than jobs when big-box retailers enter our 
community. Their aim is to extract as 
many of our resources as possible, moving 
our local wealth in one direction only: out. 

New big-box stores are invariably sold 
to communities as job creators. The 
employment boost promised by the chains 
is only an illusion. It is true that big-box 
stores create many new jobs. But they 
eliminate more than they create by forcing 
other community businesses to downsize 
or close. The reason is simple; retail 
development does not represent real eco- 
nomic growth. The size of the retail 
spending “pie” is only reapportioned, not 
expanded, to the loss of our local commu- 
nity, and to the gain of investors outside of 
our community. 

A favorite tactic used by corporate 
retailers is to flood a market with far more 
retail space than local or regional con- 
sumers can actually support. Soon the 
competition is marginalized and local 
merchants fade away. A superstore does 
not even need to appeal to a majority of a 
local customers; all it has to do is skim off 
enough sales to push independent commu- 
nity businesses into the red and then wait 
them out. The sales dollars and profits of 
locally owned businesses that were spent 
and circulated within other local business- 
es and given to local charities, begin leak- 
ing out of our local community, draining 
the lifeblood of vitality and security that a 
thriving community depends on. 

We taxpayers subsidize these big-box 
retailers. Cities and counties focus only on 
one side of the temporarily increased tax 
revenue. The other side is Historic 
Downtowns and existing shopping centers 
declining in property value and tax rev- 
enues. While existing commercial areas 
decline, taxpayers are building and main- 
taining new public works and infrastruc- 
ture to support the big-box, car dependent 
destination shopping outside of town. 
Even with developers offering to pay for 
road and traffic improvements, long term 
maintenance isn’t paid for with big-box 
taxes. Our community loses. The net tax 
revenue is historically a long term tax 
deficit to both city and county. 

Mega-retailers are homogenizing the 
global landscape; corporate identity is 
trampling local identity, and all the while 
we citizens and taxpayers, enjoying our 
local uniqueness, wake up one day to a 
fading prosperity and place that looks and 
feels like everywhere else. 

Mendocino County has a pressing oppor- 
tunity to create and uphold a set of growth 
principles through its General Plan to 
accommodate new and sustainable retail, 
housing, and industrial growth within 
existing zoning areas. Opportunist devel- 
opers are taking advantage of a county 
that doesn’t know how quickly is lost the 
unique and precious place it is in the 
world.

California’s kids deserve better 


California has 9.5 million 
children, and one out of 
every eight children in the 
United States lives in the 
Golden State. So, how well 
California educates and 
takes care of its children 
plays an important role in 
the state — and nation’s — 
future. 

Yet California is failing 
its children to a frightening 
degree in almost every 
important area of their 
development. The state must 
find ways to send more kids 
to preschool, help them 
become more physically fit 
and graduate at a substan- 
tially higher rate from high 
school. 

The latest report card on 
how the state’s children are 
doing was issued last week 
by Children Now, the 
respected nonprofit and non- 
partisan kids’ advocacy 
organization. It documented 
that fewer than half (47 per- 
cent) of California’s 3- and 
4-year-olds are in preschool. 
A third of the state’s children 
are obese. And more than a 
third fail to graduate from 
high school. These are the 
kind of numbers one would 
expect from a poor, disad- 
vantaged state with a non- 
caring populace. California 
has the resources, heart and 
expertise to do far better by 
its children. ... 

Some will be quick to 
blame the state’s low grades 
on the high number of illegal 
immigrants in the state. But 
the Children Now study 
points out that 94 percent of 
California’s children are 
U.S. citizens. The state’s low 
rankings are more pro- 
nounced among low income 
and minority families, but 
the problem exists in every 
county in the state, regard- 


less of income and ethnicity. 

The issues cited by 
Children Now aren’t new. 
Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger made com- 
prehensive health care 
reform the top public policy 
priority of 2007 and wants to 
make education reform the 
No. 1 issue of 2008. But he 
will face a massive chal- 
lenge in completing health 
care and education reform 
because the state is con- 
fronting a $14 billion budget 
deficit this year. 

It’s no secret that children 
who have health insurance, 
are physically fit and receive 
a quality education are more 
likely to become productive, 
less burdensome members 
of society. 

Putting children first must 
be California’s top priority.

Sacramento Bee 
Up for grabs 


In a year of high interest 
in the race for president, the 
field remains wide open. 
The earliest small states 
have taken their measure of 
the candidates and now 
Californians will have their 
say on Feb. 5. 

In Iowa four days ago, 
voters in both party caucuses 
went overwhelmingly for 
the youngest candidates, 
those least tied to the Bush 
era — Barack Obama for the 
Democrats and Mike 
Huckabee for the 
Republicans. This genera- 
tional shift was led by 
younger voters who turned 
out in numbers equal to 
older voters. 

In New Hampshire, as in 
Iowa, more voters turned out 
for the Democratic primary 


than the Republican primary 
— a strong hint that 
Democrats are highly moti- 
vated in 2008. But in New 
Hampshire yesterday, the 
voting electorate was older. 

In the Republican prima- 
ry, these voters went for 
John McCain, at 71 the old- 
est candidate in the field and 
the one with the most expe- 
rience. McCain — a former 
Navy fighter pilot, Vietnam 
prisoner of war and U.S. 
senator since 1986 — repre- 
sents enduring American 
values of courage and stead- 
fastness. On any number of 
issues he is unwavering in 
offering unpopular stances 
because they’re “what my 
experience and knowledge 
and background tells me is 
the right thing to do.” 
Refreshingly, he doesn’t 
pander to polls or slam 
opponents. He’s of the old 
school that believes his role 
is “not to play it safe” but to 
“serve my country.” That’s 
not a generational change, 
but a generational restora- 
tion. 

In the Democratic prima- 
ry, voters resurrected the 
candidacy of Hillary 
Clinton, while also showing 
strong support for Obama. 
It’s clear that Democratic 
voters are still mulling over 
a choice between Clinton 
and Obama — and enjoying 
the competition. This should 
make the candidates better 
as they move into the next 
set of caucuses and pri- 
maries that will seal the race: 
Michigan (Jan. 15), Nevada 
and South Carolina (Jan. 
19), Florida (Jan. 29) and 
then the 22 Tsunami 
Tuesday states on Feb 5. 

Nothing is foreordained 
in this election for either 
party. That’s an exhilarating 
thought as Californians pre- 
pare to weigh in Feb. 5.

Who does Arnold 


really speak for? 


It's Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger's own doing that 
from now until he is termed out at the end of 2010, no 
one will really know when he's speaking for himself 
and when he's merely a heavily accented ventriloquist's 
dummy speaking for all those who pay his campaign 
bills and travel expenses. 

When he gives his state of the state speech and 
advocates new water projects, is he speaking from his 
own analysis of what the state needs or for the real 
estate and development interests who have given him 
more than $22 million and need new sources of water 
for their projects? 

When he gave hospitals reprieves of from 12 years 
to 22 years by approving December rule changes that 
essentially allow hospitals to remain earthquake col- 
lapse hazards for decades to come, was he doing what 
he thinks right or pursuing the short-term profit goals 
of hospital and health insurance interests that have 
given him $5 million since mid-2003? 

Does he decide what to do, or take orders from the 
monied interests whose usually anonymous donations 
fund the non-profit that pays for his "fantastic" junkets 
to places like China and the United Kingdom? 

Schwarzenegger leaves himself open to these kinds 
of questions, and to the possibility of his Teflon and his 
popularity wearing thin because he continually breaks 
the first promise he made as a candidate and often tries 
to hide the fact he's doing so. 

That promise was to fund all his political activities 
himself. Just after announcing his recall election candi- 
dacy on Jay Leno's late-night TV show, Schwarzeneg- 
ger assured reporters he would never need to take 
money from special interests, that he had plenty of 
funds to cover all his political expenses and more. 

Since then he's raised more than $120 million in 
officially reported donations from individuals and 
companies that either do business with the state or rely 
on state approval for various aspects of their business. 

Meanwhile, no one knows how much has been 
raised to pay his travel expenses, including leased pri- 
vate jets that cost up to $100,000 per hour and luxury 
hotel suites going for $5,000 per night and up in the 
fanciest hotels of Shanghai, Beijing, Tokyo, London, 
Jerusalem and other cities. 

That's because, as a Los Angeles Times investiga- 
tion revealed, his aides don't keep written records of 
travel costs and donations, instead tracking these mat- 
ters only orally. It's not even clear whether these funds 
have been used for his frequent Idaho vacations and 
other personal trips. 

The lifestyle funded by these practices, which at 
least skirt close to the boundaries of state gift disclo- 
sure laws, stands in stark contrast to the way his prede- 
cessors lived. Ex-Gov. and current Attorney General 
Jerry Brown famously rode around in an aging pale 
blue Plymouth sedan. The ousted Gray Davis flew 
commercial coach between Sacramento and his condo- 
minium in Los Angeles. Pete Wilson rode in an aging 
Oldsmobile sedan and George Deukmejian was the 
essence of unpretentiousness. 

It's not that Schwarzenegger lacks the personal 
funds to pay for both his campaigns and his lifestyle. 
His fortune was estimated at between $100 million and 
$200 million when he was elected and has likely grown 
since. He has spent at least $10 million of his personal 
dollars on political activities. 

But he has long evaded keeping his first promise, 
excusing himself by saying that because he has so 
much money, no donation can ever influence him. 

Yet, it is difficult to find any decision he's made as 
governor that harmed the corporate interests whose 
donations he seeks so assiduously. The unaccounted 
travel donations have the potential to be especially per- 
nicious. Because Schwarzenegger is far more accessi- 
ble while traveling that at home, the business execu- 
tives who are often his fellow travelers get many 
chances to bend his ear. No one can be sure what influ- 
ence that has on his decisions. 

And even if the governor himself is not influenced, 
his aides and appointees know who pays and who does 
not. They also know that when their decisions dis- 
please the governor and his donors, they will be gone 
quickly like recent chiefs of the Air Resources Board 
and the agency regulating chiropractors. 

Schwarzenegger still has time to fix all this. He's 
ruled out running for either the U.S. Senate or mayor of 
Los Angeles after leaving Sacramento's horseshoe, so 
why should he seek more campaign cash? And if he 
now begins disclosing who pays for his luxury travel, 
he will at least be letting the public know which agen- 
das are being promoted to him. 

The governor demonstrated after his 2005 special 
election disaster that he can change course almost 
instantly. The bottom line: if he doesn't clean up his 
fund-raising act, he can never again maintain that his 
administration is pure and clean. So almost every 
action he takes in his remaining time as a public "ser- 
vant" will be open to serious question.

Federer 
back to 
100%

MELBOURNE, Australia 
— Roger Federer is putting 
his name on his apparel just as 
he hopes to put his stamp on 
the Australian Open with a 
third straight title. 

Given his penchant for per- 
fection and fashion, it seemed 
symbolic Sunday when 
Federer pulled a hat trick of 
sorts. 

On the eve of the tourna- 
ment, the world’s top-ranked 
player wore a black ball cap 
emblazoned with a stylized 
version of his initials during 
his first public appearance at 
Melbourne Park. 

Federer, who figured in the 
last 10 Grand Slam finals and 
won eight of them, comes into 
the season’s first major with- 
out a competitive match in 
two months after withdrawing 
from his regular tuneup event 
at Kooyong because of a 
stomach virus. 

The first order of business 
Sunday was quashing any 
suggestion that the week he 
spent getting rid of the bug 
upset his preparations to win 
his 13th Grand Slam title and 
move within one of Pete 
Sampras’ all-time record. 

“It’s been some sort of a 
different preparation to some 
other Grand Slams,” he said 
of a buildup restricted to hit- 
ting with Swiss Davis Cup 
captain Serevin Luethi. 

“It’s always tough in 
Australia because you don’t 
have many matches coming 
in, but I’m very much used to 
it not playing for four to 
six weeks and then coming in 
and playing a big tournament. 

“So for me, it’s not much 
of a change.” 

Just to be clear, he reiterat- 
ed: “Physically I’m fine now, 
no more issues. I would con- 
sider myself 100 percent.” 

He is cautious, however, 
having lost six times in the 
first round of a major — 
though not since he took over 
the No. | ranking in February

Clemens not committing to deposition

NEW YORK — Roger 
Clemens’ lawyer wouldn’t 
commit Sunday to having the 
pitcher give a deposition to 
congressional investigators, 
even as he said the seven-time 
Cy Young Award winner 
remains willing to testify in 
open session before a House 
committee investigating 
denials that he used perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs. 

Clemens’ lawyer, Rusty 
Hardin, was likely to meet this 


week with staff of the House 
Committee on Oversight and 
Government Reform, which 
has asked him to testify Feb. 
13 along with his accuser, for- 
mer trainer Brian McNamee. 
The committee wants to take 
depositions from the pair 
along with Yankees pitcher 
Andy Pettitte, former Yankee 
Chuck Knoblauch and Kirk 
Radomski, the former Mets 
clubhouse attendant who has 
admitted supplying players 
with steroids and human 
growth hormone. 


Hardin wouldn’t directly 
answer questions about a 
deposition. 

“There has been absolutely 
no change in Roger’s willing- 
ness and indeed desire to testi- 
fy under oath before Congress 
in a public hearing at a date of 
the Oversight Committee’s 
choosing,” Hardin said in a 
statement. “Any suggestion 
that he or we are having any 
second thoughts about that is 
absolutely false.

The Cowboys just wasted a 
13-3 season, which matched 
the best in team history. 
They’re the first No. 1 seed in 
the NFC to lose in this round 
since the NFL went to the 12- 
team playoff format in 1990. 

They also became the sev- 
enth team to lose a playoff 
game against a team they’d 
beaten twice in the regular 
season — joining Dallas’ 
1998 club. 

Worst of all is the extension 
of all the skids: Romo now 0- 
2 in the playoffs, coach Wade 
Phillips 0-4 and the team 0- 
for-the-postseason since win- 
ning a wild-card game in 
1996. 

The Cowboys have 
dropped five games since 
then. 

The Cowboys might be 
headed into a stormy offsea- 
son. Team owner Jerry Jones 
said Thursday he would keep 
Phillips regardless of what 
happened in the playoffs. Now 
that will be tested, especially 
with highly valued assistant 
coaches Jason Garrett and 
Tony Sparano interviewing 
for jobs elsewhere. 

Critics may point to 
Romo’s trip to Mexico last 
weekend with his latest 
celebrity girlfriend as a dis- 
ruption, but the problems 
went a lot deeper. There were 
all kinds of penalties that hurt 
Dallas drives and helped New 
York’s, sloppy tackling on 
defense and special teams, 
dropped passes and wasted 
timeouts. 

The Giants loved every bit 
of it. 

New York gave up 45 and 
31 points in the first two meet- 
ings, in part because the 
defensive front that produced 
an NFL-best 53 sacks went 
hard after Romo but missed 
and wound up allowing big 
plays. 

This time, the Giants were 
content to give up short 
yardage, and the Cowboys 
accepted the invitation. 

Their first three scoring dri- 
ves took nine, 20 and 14 
plays, burning a total of 23:32 
off the clock.

straight third downs in that 
stretch, yet came away lead- 
ing only 17-14 midway 
through the second quarter. 

Toomer turned a short pass 
into a 52-yard touchdown on 
the game-opening drive, 
breaking free from two tackles 
and running away from every- 
one else. 

New York hardly had the 
ball the rest of the first half, 
but got it back at its 29 with 
47 seconds left and Manning 
turned it into another touch- 
down to Toomer, a 4-yarder 
on a drive helped along by a 
15-yard face mask penalty. 

The Cowboys stuck with 
their formula at the start of the 
third quarter, taking more than 
half the time off the clock on 
another long march. Yet a 
drop in the end zone by tight 
end Anthony Fasano and a 
false start penalty on Flozell 
Adams stalled things. Dallas 
settled for a field goal and a 


17-14 lead. 

The Giants had to go only 
37 yards on their go-ahead 
touchdown early in the fourth 
quarter. 

Jacobs ran it in, then threw 
the ball into the play clock for 
emphasis. 

The 91st meeting between 
these teams, and first in the 
playoffs, would only get more 
interesting from there. Not 
better, just interesting. 

The teams traded scoring 
chances — and missed oppor- 
tunities. 

Romo was sacked on the 
next drive and wound up leav- 
ing the field pointing at team- 
mates and pouting after an 
incompletion. New York then 
started on its 3-yard line and 
saw Jacobs get stuffed on a 
third-and-1. 

Dallas had great field posi- 
tion, but Romo wasted it with 
another sack. 

Then came a third-down 


conversion erased by an ille- 
gal formation penalty, an 
intentional grounding on a 
heave out of bounds and a 
third-and-20 pass to Terrell 
Owens that came up short. 

Manning was only able to 
take the clock down to the 2- 
minute warning on the next 
drive, ending it with a sack of 
his own. Dallas had 1:50 sec- 
onds to go 48 yards, but Romo 
couldn’t do it. 

A Brett Favre-esque scram- 
bling shovel pass to Jason 
Witten got the Cowboys to the 
22 with 31 seconds left.

“That’s the true measure of 
a team,” Tomlinson said. 
“Guys stepped up and got it 
done.” 

Those guys included Billy 
Volek at quarterback and 
Michael Turner as the main 
runner. Led by those subs, San 
Diego went 78 yards on eight 
plays, with Volek sneaking in 
from the 1 with 4:50 remain- 
ing for the lead. The Chargers’ 
big-play defense then held on 
downs at its 7, and stopped 
Indy again in the final 
moments to preserve their 
eighth straight win. 

To make it nine in a row 
and advance to their second 
Super Bowl — the other was a 
loss to San Francisco after the 
1994 season — the Chargers 
will need all that resourceful- 
ness again. 

‘Tm pretty sure we’ll be 
huge underdogs, but it’s still 
going to be fun, just to get the 
opportunity,” Tomlinson said. 
“All the rest of the teams have 
had their opportunity to play 
New England, and we’ll get 
another opportunity to do so 
in the AFC championship 
game. What a better way to go 
back there.” 

For the Colts (13-4), it was 
a bitterly quick elimination 
from the postseason. 

A year ago, they won three 
playoff games, then beat 
Chicago in the Super Bowl. 
They couldn’t recapture their 
touch on offense or defense 
this time. 

“What happened last year 
doesn’t make it any easier this 
year,” Manning said. “When 
you come back and commit 
yourself to the ’07 season and 
you don’t finish it like you 
want to, it hurts.” 

A defense that allowed the 
fewest points during the sea- 
son wore down against the 
equally physical Chargers. 
Still, the Colts went in front 
24-21 when Anthony 
Gonzalez slipped past Marlon 


McCree down the left sideline 
to complete a 55-yard scoring 
play with 10:07 to go. The 
Chargers challenged that 
Gonzalez stepped out of 
bounds at about the 25, but the 
play stood. 

So San Diego’s backups 
then won it, helped by a 27- 
yard screen pass to rookie 
Legedu Naanee and a 15-yard 
face-mask penalty against 
Indianapolis cornerback 
Marlin Jackson. 

“When you have so many 
weapons, you don’t have to do 
anything special,” Volek said. 
“It was not like the game was 
out of reach. I had to go out 
there and fill my role.” 

Manning did throw for 402 
yards, completing 33 of his 48 
throws, but both interceptions 
killed deep scoring threats. 

With All-Pro cornerback 
Antonio Cromartie getting an 
interception and fumble 
recovery, and linebackers 
Shawne Merriman and Shaun 
Phillips plaguing Manning, 
the Chargers showed they 
have the ability to throw off 
any offense. Maybe even the 
most prolific attack in NFL 
history next Sunday. 

It was a gutty showing by 
Rivers, who threw for three 
scores — he banged his right 
knee on a 56-yard screen pass 
TD by Darren Sproles to end 
the third quarter. And Turner, 
who could be a starter else- 
where but usually sits behind 


league rushing leader 
Tomlinson, rushed for 71 
yards. 


The Chargers’ opportunis- 
tic defense, which led the 
league in takeaways (48) and 
turnover margin (plus-24), 
grabbed two interceptions 
both on tipped balls — and a 
fumble. While San Diego 
couldn’t stop Manning’s 
offense from steadily march- 
ing downfield most of the 
game, it could make the key 
plays that get you closer to the 
Super Bowl. 

Still, if Tomlinson is limit- 
ed or sidelined, how much 
chance do the Chargers have 
against the perfect Patriots? 


Not to mention perhaps miss- 
ing Rivers or tight end 
Antonio Gates, who coura- 
geously played much of the 
day on a dislocated toe. 

Belichick dismissed the 
injuries. 

“We’re prepared for every- 
body,” he said. “As we saw 
today, any number of players 
could be in the game.” 

Rivers was 14-of-19 for 
264 yards, and Volek went 3- 
of-4 for 48 yards in his clutch 
relief role. Vincent Jackson 
became Rivers’ top target with 
Gates struggling, and had 
seven catches for 93 yards and 
a score. 

Indianapolis lost only six 
fumbles all season, but 
Harrison, who hadn’t been hit 
in almost three months while 
sidelined by a knee injury, was 
stripped on his first reception 
by Cromartie. McCree recov- 
ered at the San Diego 22, 
stymying a lengthy drive 
begun with Kelvin Hayden’s 
interception. 

San Diego capitalized with 
a 78-yard march, including 
three third-down conversions. 
Jackson beat double-coverage 
for his 14-yard score on third 
down, making it 7-7. 

The first Indy scoring 
series was vintage Manning. 
He picked apart the Chargers 
with short timing throws to 
Joseph Addai and Reggie 
Wayne, who picked up 8 yards 
on a fourth-and-2 at the San 


Diego 37. Two plays later, 
tight end Dallas Clark used a 
double fake on Clinton Hart 
for a 25-yard touchdown 
catch. 

Indy went on top 10-7 on 
Adam Vinatieri’s season-best 
47-yard field goal, then the 
Chargers, now minus L.T., got 
to the Colts 31 behind Turner, 
who gained 25 yards on the 
march. But Nate Kaeding’s 
48-yard field goal try bounced 
off the right upright. 

In the final seconds of the 
half, Manning’s high pass was 
tipped by Wayne and picked 
off by Cromartie, the league 
leader in interceptions. He got 
several blocks, including one 
on Manning, in running it 
back to the end zone, but a 
block by Eric Weddle was 
ruled holding, negating the 
long touchdown. 

Notes: Norv Turner was 
livid at the call on Weddle, 
berating the officials after 
what appeared a simple legal 
push by Weddle, who also had 
the other San Diego intercep- 
tion. ... During Wayne’s 9- 
yard sideline reception on 
which he dived to the pylon, 
he was initially ruled out-of- 
bounds. He was given the 
touchdown after the Colts 
challenged. ... Rivers also 
found Chris Chambers with a

appearance issues and sched- 
uling we will discuss private- 
ly with the committee and do 
not think it is appropriate to 
discuss those matters pub- 
licly.” 

McNamee told baseball 
drugs investigator George 
Mitchell that he injected 
Clemens with steroids and 
HGH in 1998, 2000 and 2001, 
allegations the pitcher denies. 

ESPN.com, citing an 
unidentified individual famil- 
iar with the inquiry, reported 
Hardin is hedging on whether 
Clemens will give a deposi- 
tion because it could interfere 
with the defamation suit 
Clemens filed against 
McNamee on Jan. 6. 

The individual also said 
Hardin might not give the 
committee the recording of a 
Dec. 12 interview involving 


McNamee and Clemens’ 
investigators. 
“This backtracking by 


Hardin is indicative of him 
getting cold feet. Roger will 
never testify,” said Richard 
Emery, one of McNamee’s 
lawyers. “Now we’re seeing 
his true colors being revealed, 
that he’s refusing to go before 
Congress and do that by try- 
ing to put it off.” 

A deposition allows staff 
lawyers for the committee 
time to push witnesses on 
points in ways congressmen 
often don’t. Any inconsisten- 
cies the deposition and later 
testimony during a hearing 
could be exposed. 

“He has no choice in the 
matter if he’s subpoenaed,” 
Emery said. “It’s just a ques- 
tion of whether the congres- 
sional investigators will be 
subpoena him. If they don’t, 
they’d be crazy. The whole 
point is to investigate in 


advance of the hearing so it 
isn’t a circus.” 

McNamee’s lawyers keep 
hinting there is additional evi- 
dence to back his account but 
won’t go into details. 

“We’ve always said there 
will be clear corroboration,” 
Emery said. “Clear corrobora- 
tion exists. And I won’t say 
anything more.” 

In the opener of Congress’ 
baseball/steroids doublehead- 
er, commissioner Bud Selig, 
union head Donald Fehr and 
Mitchell are to testify before 
the committee on Tuesday. 
Mitchell has refused to release 
most of the evidence support- 
ing his report, saying that 
decision was up to Major 
League Baseball and others 
who supplied evidence to 
him. 

A former Senate majority 
leader and current Boston Red 
Sox director, Mitchell made 
20 recommendations in his 
Dec. 13 report. 

Selig has adopted many but 
others are subject to collective 
bargaining, such as Mitchell’s 
call for drug testing to be 
moved to an independent 
body. 

Players have complained 
that Mitchell had no standard 
of evidence for what he print- 
ed in the report. Clemens 
angrily was upset that he has 
been presumed guilty. 

Fehr said the issue goes 
beyond that. 

“Once the report issues, 
there’s going to be a natural 
tendency for people to treat it 
as accurate merely because it 
issued and that is without any 
sort of the normal process you 
would have,” Fehr said. “The 
whole premise of drug-testing 
is that you are presumed 
guilty unless you are proved 
innocent, and that is fairly 
inconsistent with normal 
modes of jurisprudence, but 
that’s what we have.”

Golden Globes go on at show sapped of star glitz

BEVERLY HILLS — Cate Blanchett won 
the supporting actress Golden Globe on 
Sunday for the Bob Dylan tale “I’m Not 
There” during an awards show truncated from 
glitzy banquet to dry news conference because 
of the Hollywood writers strike. 

Like other nominees, Blanchett was not on 
hand to accept the award. Actors and filmmak- 
ers skipped the Golden Globes because of the 
two-month-old strike by the Writers Guild of 
America, which had planned pickets outside 
the show if organizers had tried to do their 
usual televised ceremony. 

Globe planners and NBC canceled the three- 
hour star-studded bash in favor of an hour-long 
news conference at which clips of film and TV 
nominees were shown and reporters from 
entertainment news shows announced winners. 

A previous Globe winner for 1998’s 
“Elizabeth,” Blanchett won this time for a gen- 
der-bending role as one of six actors playing 
incarnations of Dylan, her own performance a 
spot-on rendition of the musician during the 
transition from acoustic to electric that infuri- 
ated his folk fans. 

Blanchett also had a best dramatic actress 
nomination for the sequel “Elizabeth: The 
Golden Age,” a 16th century drama in which 
she reprises her role as the British monarch. 

Pearl Jam’s Eddie Vedder won the prize for 
best original song in a movie for “Guaranteed,” 
featured in director Sean Penn’s road drama 
“Into the Wild.” 

“We all hope that the writers strike will be 


over soon so that everyone can go back to mak- 
ing good movies and television programs 
which is what the Golden Globes were 
designed to celebrate,” said Jorge Camara, 
president of the Hollywood Foreign Press 
Association that hands out the Globes, said at 
the start of the news conference. 

On strike since Nov. 5, the Writers Guild of 
America refused to let union members work on 
the star-studded banquet-style show, prompt- 
ing actors to boycott the ceremony rather than 
cross picket lines. 

Although the guild called off pickets it had 
planned outside the news conference, the strike 
left one of Hollywood’s brightest and giddiest 
nights in shambles. Despite the gowns and for- 
mal wear, the Globes are known as a free- 
wheeling cousin of the Academy Awards, a 
place where stars can have a few drinks and cut 
loose as they celebrate the year’s achievements 
in film and television. 

The Beverly Hilton hotel, normally awash 
with celebrities, was so barren of stars that 
“Entertainment Tonight” host Mary Hart was 
surrounded by photographers and TV cameras 
as she entered the ballroom where the Globes 
were announced. 

A few hours before the show, a dozen non- 
writer entertainment industry workers stood 
outside the Beverly Hilton hotel, holding signs 
asking for the studios and the writers to resume 
negotiations. The pickets were outnumbered 
by international television crews, but their 
protest was greeted by supportive honks from 
cars speeding by on Santa Monica Boulevard. 

Howard Keys, a set medic with the ABC 


show “Private Practice,” said he’s been out of 
work since his show went dark before 
Thanksgiving. “We’re the workers, the grunts 
of the industry,” he said. “A grip, a camera 
operator, a set lighting technician — they can’t 
work elsewhere. These are our full-time jobs, 
our careers.” 

Sunday’s event was recast as an hour-long 
announcement that would feature TV news 
personalities disclosing the winners in between 
clips of nominated movies and shows. The 
news conference format was a far cry from a 
ceremony whose star wattage would have been 
powered by the likes of Julia Roberts, Tom 
Hanks, George Clooney, Denzel Washington, 
Cate Blanchett, Johnny Depp and Angelina 
Jolie, who all had acting nominations. 

Copies of the traditional glossy program 
booklet for the 65th annual Globes were still 
on hand for reporters covering the event. Along 
with photos of previous winners and past 
Globe soirees himself a Globe winner for best 
acting debut with 1976’s “Stay Hungry.” 

“On behalf of all Californians, I congratu- 
late the nominees on their accomplishments, 
and I wish all in attendance a memorable 
night,” Schwarzenegger’s letter read. 

The booklet also featured a four-page spread 
on the Globes’ Cecil B. DeMille Award for 
lifetime achievement to Steven Spielberg, an 
honor that has been postponed until next year. 

The nods for “Atonement” included best 
drama, plus honors for lead actors Keira 
Knightley and James McAvoy, director Joe 
Wright and screenwriter Christopher Hampton. 

Some nominees were relieved at the thought 


of avoiding scrutiny by TV audiences. 

The fate of Hollywood’s biggest night, the 
Feb. 24 Oscars, remains uncertain. Guild 
leader Patric Verrone has said writers would 
not be allowed to work on that show, either, 
which could force stars to make an even 
tougher choice on whether to stay away or 
cross the picket line. 

Oscar organizers insist their show will come 
off as planned, with or without the writers. 

With two best-picture categories, drama and 
musical or comedy, the Globes traditionally 
have had a good shot for one of its movie win- 
ners to come away with the top prize at the 
Oscars. But the Globes have not correctly fore- 
cast an Oscar best-picture winner in four years, 
the last one being “The Lord of the Rings: The 
Return of the King.” 

As a result of their strike, films may not get 
quite the same box-office bounce they typical- 
ly receive after winning high-profile prizes, 
which can add tens of millions of dollars to 
their haul during the long awards season. Yet 
actors and writers say tough action is needed to 
make sure creative people get their fair finan- 
cial share for the long haul. 

“I feel bad for my friends who have movies 
that would get a lift from a Globe or an Oscar,” 
said Don Cheadle, a past Globe winner and 
Oscar nominee. “But the Oscar ratings have 
gone down steadily for the last 10 years. Fewer 
and fewer people are interested in seeing 
Hollywood fete itself. For what we’re fighting 
for and what we’re trying to achieve, these are 
the necessary sacrifices.”

Hopland,” he explained. “I 
want you to walk away from 
this meeting saying, ‘Law 
enforcement does care.’” 

The discussion shifted as 
Allman talked ways to keep 
the town from attracting crime 
by keeping the streetlights in 
working order and getting rid 
of graffiti. He said a town is 
more conducive to crime with 


graffiti as it acts as advertising 
for “bad guys,” which can cre- 
ate a sense of safety for com- 
mitting criminal activities. 

Captain Kurt Smallcomb 
was also in attendance at the 
meeting, and addressed the 
crowd by pushing for more 
interaction between the com- 
munity and MCSO. 

“When we deal with gangs 
it’s a whole community’s 
problem. We all have to deal 
with it,” Smallcomb said. 

Allman and the crowd of 


more than 30 people went on 
to discuss more of the resi- 
dents concerns including: the 
future of marijuana in the area 
and possibly organizing a 
neighborhood watch. 

“If someone is growing 
marijuana without a medical 
card, then you are committing 
a felony,” he explained. We 
will get to the point where our 
deputies wont be walking 
away from 200 plants without 
taking action. 

“If there’s a group in here 


that wants to organize a neigh- 
borhood watch, then let’s do 
it.” 

Allman went on to express 
his desire to continue building 
the relationship between 
Hopland residents and the 
MCSO. 

“Let’s plan on meeting 
every other month. Let’s keep 
the relationship growing. I 
hope you are getting your 
money's worth, and if not, 
then shame on me.”

Project background 

This intersection had expe- 
rienced eleven collisions dur- 
ing a five year period, which 
is higher than the statewide 
average for similar intersec- 
tions. Most were the result of 
motorists failing to negotiate 
the curve at the intersection of 
Route 175 and Old River 
Road. Speeding was the pri- 
mary factor in over half of the 
collisions. There are a signifi- 
cant amount of left turns from 
Route 175 onto Old River 
Road. There is no left-turn 
pocket, so vehicles that want- 
ed to proceed eastbound on 
Route 175 were required to 
wait for left-turning vehicles. 

The Roundabout Solution 

The traditional solution to 
enhance the safety at an inter- 
section like this one would 
have been to add left-turn 
lanes and potentially, traffic 
signals. However, Caltrans 
also constructs roundabouts if 
they are a better solution than

- A smaller footprint than a 
signalized intersection with 
left-turn lanes, so less new 
right-of-way was required. 

- Providing traffic calming, 
resulting in reduced speeds. 

- Requiring less mainte- 
nance, lower yearly opera- 
tional costs, and a longer ser- 
vice life. 

- Providing a safe place for 
large trucks to safely turn 
around. 

- Enhancing the roundabout 
with landscaping will create 
an aesthetic gateway to the 
community.
